TECHNICAL FIELD 

The present invention relates to images (e.g., photographs, medical imagery, etc.), and more particularly 
relates to images that convey steganographic messages. 

SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

According to one aspect of the invention, a photograph is encoded with a steganographic message. This 
message serves to identify a corresponding record in a database, which database record details information 
relating to the photograph (e.g., the photographer's name). 

According to another aspect, a photocollage is formed of plural photographic images, each encoded 
with a different steganographic message. Each steganographic message serves to associate a photograph with 
corresponding information (again, e.g., the corresponding photographer's name). 

According to yet another aspect, medical imagery is embedded with a steganographic message that aids 
in authentication of the image. 

The foregoing and other features and advantages will be more readily apparent fi-om the following 
detailed description, which proceeds with reference to the accompanying drawings. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 
FIG. 1 is a simple and classic depiction of a one dimensional digital signal which is discretized in both 

axes. 

FIG. 2 is a general overview, with detailed description of steps, of the process of embedding an 
"imperceptible" identification signal onto another signal. 

FIG. 3 is a step- wise description of how a suspected copy of an original is identified.
